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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chi et al. (US 
Patent 5, 075, 801). 

Regarding Claim 1, Chi et al. teaches a pair of magnetic transfer master carriers including 
a front master carrier and a back master carrier for magnetically transferring servo signals to 
each of a front side and a back side of a magnetic disk medium (See Fig. 4, Elements 49 are the 
two carriers, one in front of the slave medium 55 and another at the back.), 

wherein a positioning portion is provided on each of the front master carrier and the back 
master carrier, the positioning portion showing a transfer position on the front side and the back 
side of the magnetic disk medium to each of which the servo signals are to be transferred (Col. 1, 
L. 61 -Col. 2, L. 9 and Col. 6, L. 57-Col. 7, L. 8, wherein Chi et al. teaches that utilizing a master 
and slave device creates a magnetic pattern or a servo pattern in the media by magnetic 
transferring the information.). 

Claim (4) has limitations similar to those treated in the above rejection, and is met by the 
references as discussed above. 

Regarding Claim 2, Chi et al. teaches all the limitations of Claim 1. Chi et al. further 
teach wherein the positioning portion is any one of a mark, a cut-out portion, a notch, a hole, 
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and a protruded portion (See Fig. 4, wherein it teaches the use of a hole and precision spindle 24 
through the holes of the two master carriers 49 and the slave disk 55). 

Regarding Claim 3, Chi et al. teaches all the limitations of Claim 1. Chi et al. further 
teach wherein the positioning portion is provided such that positions of sectors that are allocated 
in a circumferential direction on the front side and the backside of the magnetic disk medium 
are matched to each other (See Fig. 4 of Chi et al.).
